Navy Brass Not Amused at Fancy Waistcoat Gambit 


OTTAWA (CP) - Set dogs 
tt naval headquarters here 
are taking to fancy waistcoats 
to poke fun at a new naval 
order. Higher-ups are not 
amused. 


This order, effective last 
Jan. 1, did away with trade 
colors for off&ers except in 
the case of surgeons. 

Formerly, in their rank in¬ 
signia. officers wore colored 


stripes to denote their naval 
trades. There were nine colors 
besides the retained scarlet 
for surgeons. 

Like officers in the other 
services, those In the navy 
wear uniforms here only one 


day a week, apparently with 
the object of making the pub¬ 
lic think there are fewer head¬ 
quarters types than there 
actually are. 

They wear dark civilian suits 
the other four work days, and 
some naval officers have taken 


to wearing vests with the 
colors of their old trade 
stripes. 

The headquarters wardroom 
has taken on the appearance 
of a spring landscape. 

Stripe colors adopted to 
waistcoats include purple for 


engineers, white for supply 
officers, light blue for instruc¬ 
tors. dark blue for ordnance 
officers, silver grey for con¬ 
structors, dark green for elec¬ 
trical officers, emerald green 
for special branch of fleers, 
brick red for civil engineers 


and maroon for medical ad¬ 
ministrative and technical of¬ 
ficers. 

The only branch in the navy 
that didn't have a color stripe 
was the executive branch—the 
men who command the war¬ 
ships.

r £E poor victims of tobacco try all kinds of 
tricks to cut down the pollution of their lungs. 

A friend was telling me recently that the 
people in his office have quit carrying cigarets. 
They appoint one man' to be the cigaret porter. 
When they feel an urgent need of a smoke, they 
buy fags from him at two for five cents. 

They feel this dodge slows down consumption. 
“You’re kidding yourself,” I said, looking 
down from the vast height of three years* non¬ 
smoking. “The only way to quit smoking is to 
quit.” 

♦ n e 

I used to hate that kind of talk in my smok¬ 
ing days. Smug. Boastful. But it is true. 

I’m not referring to people who play at smok¬ 
ing, and fidget with two or three cigarets a day. 
They are not real tobacco addicts, and it doesn’t 
matter whether they quit or go on. 

But the people who are hooked, so that they 
frantically cast around for a tobacco store when 
the package is half empty, or roll cigarets ahead as 
they smoke—these true slaves of the weed have no 
hApe of becoming moderate smokers. 

TTiey needn’t imagine that they win get away 
with just one cigaret at coffee-time. Very soon 
they will be back to 30 or 40. 

a * * 

Such people are chronic worry w^arts. They 
have the illusion that a cigaret calms them. But in 
fact the smoke pulls the strings a little tighter. , 
The more anxious a man gets, the more he 
smokes. And the more he smokes, the more 
anxious he gets. There’s no way out, but to throw 
the cigaret in the ash can, with their thousands of 
tiny filters and all the other advertising men’s 
gimmicks which were designed to convince suckers 
that a cigaret is good medicine. 

* * * 

My wife continues to smoke, and this is a 
source of bickering from time to time, In my 
house. 

My usual method of attack is to tell my wife 
that smoking is ugly, smelly and messy. Sometimes 
I criticize her style of smoking. 

‘Take a look at some of the other women who 
smoke,” I suggest. “You don’t see them with a 

soggy butt dangling tom ..ttorJesk Jf. yqm must 
smoke, take some lessons and learn how to smoke 
gracefully.” 

At this, my wife usually leaves the-eoom in a 
cloud of fumes, slamming the door. Maybe I should 
use a more subtle technique. I would be grateful for 
advice.

# T’HE recent Mainuaring speech on 
* power, and its implication that 
the Peace River project might not go 
ahead if the Columbia was developed, 
has certainly sparked more discus¬ 
sion about the Columbia than before. 
Subsequent statements have not 
served to clear the air, however; if 
anything they have added to the con¬ 
fusion. 

Mr. Bennett vfias quick to rebut 
Mr. Mainwaring's contention that 
these two major power developments 
could not parallel each other, and re¬ 
corded his opinion that both would 
be needed. Two important speeches 
in the House, while not denying the 
Premier's belief, undoubtedly threw 
weight behind the Peace. 

In an extensive survey of the sub¬ 
ject Mr. Williston seemed to put most 
emphasis on the Peace by enumerat¬ 
ing the obstacles yet to be overcome 
on the Columbia. The latter he 
termed a step-by-step project, yet 
that could be one of its chief virtues. 
In his references Mr. Bonner indi¬ 
cated that B.C. might hurt its own 
industry by developing the Columbia. 
On balance this suggests the govern¬ 


ment is committed to giving priority 
to the Peace 

Other statements have added to 
the diversity of opinion. Dr. Keenley- 
side said recently that the Columbia 
would be developed by his organiza¬ 
tion, the B.C. Hydro. If the Mainwar- 
ing claim is conceded—that the B.C. 
Hydro and the B.C. Electric must 
sign up with his company else money 
cannot be raised for the Peace— 
which side is the hydro commission 
on* A further opinion is that of Dr. 
Gordon Shrum speaking as an in¬ 
dividual—an anomalous position since 
as chairman of the energy board he 
can scarcely have a different, separ¬ 
ate viewpoint—who says the Peace 
project should he predicated on pri¬ 
vate industry moving into that area 
and not on lower mainland markets. 

Where do we go from here, any¬ 
one might well ask. There is a decided 
lack of uniformity about these vari¬ 
ous official and unofficial utterances. 
It will perhaps be a good thing when 
Mr. Bennett is able to resume his seat 
in the Legislature. The confusion 
needs clearing up. and some definite 
line of government folicy outlined by 
him. I 


Too Much Protection? 


P ERHAPS because of the great 
amount of publicity giveh to the 
traffic death rate by the United States 
press, safety organizations and other 
authorities, Canadians are apt to 
think of American streets as far 
more dangerous than their own. They 
should stop doing so. because the 
chances of pedestrians being killed by 
motor traffic in Canada are more 
than twice as great as they are south 
of the border. Incredible as that 
statement may appear, due to the 
prominence given to highway slaugh¬ 
ter in America, it Is borne out by 
statistics. 

The disturbing aspect of the Ca¬ 
nadian pedestrian death rate as com¬ 
pared with that of the United 
States exists not so much in totals 
as in proportion. Last year the rate 
among pedestrians per million cars 
on the road was 129 in the United 
States, 291 in Canada. It is a sobering 
thought, or should be, that the hor¬ 
rible example in North America is 
not the United States but Canada; 
and what goes for the Dominion goes 
also for British Columbia. 

While there may be need for ac¬ 


tion to improve driving practices, the 
probability in this connection is that 
pedestrians are more often at fault 
than motorists. The great majority of 
fatalities in tlyt category have been 
shown to be due tp the sole or con¬ 
tributory negligence of those on foot. 
In comparatively recent years the 
laws have been made so Severe on 
motorists as to raise a thought that 
the pedestrian may now be over¬ 
protected. So many of the rules and 
regulations are weighted in his favor 
that he may have come to regard 
himself as invulnerable and tfie mo¬ 
torists as obligated in all circum¬ 
stances to avoid hitting him no mat¬ 
ter w hat he does 

There is evidence of this mis¬ 
guided belief in the over-confident be¬ 
havior of pedestrians who plunge 
from sidewalks into downtown traffic 
or dash around the rear of a parked 
vehicle; w*ho wear dark clothing 
when walking on the wrong side of 
the highway on a black and rainy 
night. Regulations cannot be ex¬ 
pected always to protect pedestrians 
against the consequences of their own 
foolishness. 


Changing Trade Pattern 


F OR the first time since 1954, Can¬ 
ada had a credit balance in trade 
In the last quarter of 1959, when its 
exports showed a lead of some $23,- 
000,000 over imports. The closing 
three months of that year, however, 
were not able to extinguish a heavy 
trade balance which had gone against 
the country between January and 
September. According to the federal 
hureau of statistics, the year-end 
debit balance in our trade was $475,- 
700.000; compared with $264,100,000 
in 1958. 

While the recovery of the trade 
balance to more favorable terms in 
the final quarter of the year was the 
highlight of that period, there were 
other noteworthy factors. As cus¬ 
tomary. Canadians imported more 
goods than they sold abroad in the 
twelve-month period. A reflection of 
overseas marketing conditions in the 
Atlantic area showed in a further 
swing of Canadian products to the 


United States market, accompanied 
bv lessening exports to some of its 
former markets in Europe and else¬ 
where. Canada's sales in the United 
Kingdom declined; while imports 
from the same area rose materially, 
both considered as a percentage of 
total trade done. In the Pacific, Can¬ 
ada lost a little trade with her sister 
dominions: gained some in south 
Pacific markets, and -accepted a 
greater inflow of Japanese goods 
than previously. 

As 1959 ended there were en¬ 
couraging indices to suggest that 
some at least of the nation’s market¬ 
ing troubles may be lessening. Seme 
heavy movements in the main ex¬ 
ports of the country had recom¬ 
menced. Lumber, iron, grain and 
some other items showed well in the 
last three months of the year. The 
high premium on the Canadian dol¬ 
lar continued as a brake against in¬ 
creased sales efforts.

And 
there Is no evidence, and indeed no 
suggestion, that the closing had to 
do with the protection of military se¬ 
crets or other information which It 
would be against the public itnerest 
to disclose. 

It has 1 never been unusual for a 
news souroe to dry up, but a whole¬ 
sale drying up like this, seemingly by 
command, is in my opinion quite sig¬ 
nificant.

In fact, however, strict adherence 
to these' rules would result in such a 
damming of the news flow as to<be 
ca tastrop hi c to- t h e p ubli c I ntere st 
The reasons are that ministers, of 
whatever party, announce only what 
they want known, or can no longer 
keep secret, and they try to time 
their announcements with an eye to 
political effect. 

And most of their “information” 
officers act as though.their main job 
is to frustrate inquiring reporters.

After 15 years on the Ottawa beat, 

I fihmly believe that Canadians' get 
the facts and background upon which 
to bast reasoned opinions on national 
issues mainly from diligent and intelli¬ 
gent questioning, analyzing and de¬ 
ducing by the approximately 100 re¬ 
pot ter s of the Ottawa pi^ks corps. 

And isn't it anomalous for a gov¬ 
ernment which says it seeks to pro¬ 
tect the freedom of the press in a 
Bill of Rights, at the same time to 
take action to choke off reporters' 
traditional and legitimate sources of 
information? 

Surely freedom to print the news 
embraces freedom to collect it and 
bars intimidation of both reporters 
and those to whom reporters go for 
.information they require to report 
fully and intelligently to the people 
of this country.

L ARGELY as a result of a deep- 
seated conflict within the Eisen¬ 
hower administration the nuclear test 
ban talks at Geneva 
have deteriorated 
to a point at which 
there may be no al¬ 
ternative but to 
break them off. 

The State De¬ 
partment has been 
seriously embarras¬ 
sed by what high 
officials believe 
was a calculated leak from within the 
government here As a consequent*# 
the attempt to get agreement with the 
Russians and the British on s com¬ 
promise proposal for a test ban has 
probably been blocked. 

★ * * 

This comes at the start of the ef¬ 
fort to work out a common Western 
position on disarmament for negotia¬ 
tions with the Communist bloc to 
begin on March 15. Failure of th# 
Geneva talks, whether acknowledged 
or merely in the form of a more or 
less open stalemate, would throw ser¬ 
ious doubt on the East West disarma¬ 
ment talks at the outset. The impasse 
reached in the test ban talks is part 
of a general deterioration in Soviet- 
American relations from the optim- t 
ism of the Eisenhower-Khrushchey 
Camp David meeting last September. 

The British are indignant at what 
they interpret as a thinly disguised 
attempt to force them to go along 
with the proposal without their prior 
consent. The Macmillan government 
is determined to reach an agreement 
with the Soviets which, while it might 
not guarantee the detection of small Jl 
secret atomic blasts, would be a base 
from which progress could be made 
toward an allembraring system of in¬ 
spection and control. The suspicion 
has ero wn in Loqdqn that powerful ^ 
forces In Washington, both In the 
Pentagon and the Atomic Energy 
Commission, are determined to pre¬ 
vent any agreement from being 
reached. 

★ * * 

Events leading up to the present 
situation were as follows: The State 
Department, working with Pentagon 
and A EC officials, evolved a compro¬ 
mise proposal to be put before th# 
conference st Geneva. 

In essence, the United States pro¬ 
posed to ban tests In the upper atmos¬ 
phere and th** larger underground 
tests. As part of the afi4te m#nt, 
scientists of all three powers would 
work toward a system of detecting 
smaller underground blasts, with a 
view eventually to including such 
blasts within the ban.

upbraiding the dental profession lor monopolistic activ¬ 
ities and gouging prices, cannot go unchallenged. 

The dental technician in question, who was fined by 
the courts for the illegal practice of dentistry, was 
brought to book by our special investigator. As much as 
we abhor this method of obtaining evidence, our 
responsibility in protecting the oral health of the public 
leaves us no other choice. The police and detective depart¬ 
ments are so busy maintaining law and order in other 
areas that they do not have the {rained staffs to perform 
this type of investigation. 

There is no monopoly in dentistry. Any citizen can 
train to become a dentist and serve the public. The main 
reason that there is a College of Dental Surgeons is to 
protect the public against untrained persons performing 
dentistry to the detriment of-oral health. 

It Is a well-known fact that anv^rticto. even dentures, 
can always be made cheaper byJbmeone. But. if cheap- 
were the sole yardstick U#evaluate dentistry, then 
we shudder to think of the hWardous results. 

A dentist, before he opens his office door, must first 
of all train for six years at a recognized university. 
During this time he earns no income and his education 
costs thousands of dollars. 

Throughout the years dentists have worked with 
ethical technicians in the making of dentures. The rela¬ 
tionship has been a happy one. The dentist doing the 
extractions, the impressions and making all the anatomical 
and physiological decisions necessary. 

What Mr. Gurton has failed to point out is the differ¬ 
ence between an ethical technician and an illegal tech¬ 
nician. It is the latter who has been contravening the 
law by taking impressions and. In many cases, extracting 
teeth. In our investigation, we have uncovered numerous 
Instances whereby untrained people, after a bare few 
months' training, have set themselves up in business to 
deal with the public. 

So-called cheap dentistry has been tried before in 
Germany, New Zealand, and latterly in England, and 
found to be a dismal failure, and the public were the 
goats. 

We make no apology’ for prosecuting these people. 
We consider that the dental profession in B.C. has estab¬ 
lished standards that are unsurpassed anywhere In 
Canada. We are trying to maintain these standards.

If wt should get a reasonably 
dry spell this weekend and my 
fingers are crossed as I write this— 
one Job which could be tackled ia 
some repair work on the lawn. Thia 
is one of those chores which so often 
get pushed in the background in the 
real rush of spring sowing and plant¬ 
ing. and the lawn goes Into the sum¬ 
mer with a hangdog and moth- 
eaten appearance. 

We have one out-of-the-way cor¬ 
ner of our back lawn which doesn’t 
get much traffic and of recent years 
I have been using this bit As a sort 
of. turf nursery. When w» get a bad 
pptch out front* I put «nd U0 « *ec-. 
tion of sod from the backyard, 
wheel It around to the front and use 
it to replace the worn or bare bit. 
The denuded section of the back lawn 
has a little fresh soil and fertilizer 
added, plus a handful of grass seed 
and a few branches spread over It to 
discourage trespassers, and pretty 
soon it is back in business. 

a a a 

When you lift the worn turf from 
the bad patch in the front lawn, try 
to find out just what caused the 
trouble and put it right. Abnormal 


winter traffic is a frequent source of 
trouble—the milkman and newsboy 
taking illicit short cuts while the 
frost is on the grass, for Instance. 

More often, though, something is 
wrong with the soil fit that particu¬ 
lar spot. If grubs of any kind are 
found, better w'ork in a dressing of 
aldrin or bulb dust before the new 
sod is laid. Probe around a bit with a 
crowbar, too. to see if sheet metal or 
other builder’s rubbish is buried be¬ 
neath. It Is always a good idea to 
take out an inch or so of soil and re* 
place it with fresh stuff from some 
other part of the garden, but u<e 
this fresh soil “as is," without at¬ 
tempting to enrich it with manure or 
fertilizer. 

. R R .R* - 

Too generous treatment would 
cause the repaired patch to green up 
and grow like crazy and it would, 
stand out like a sore thumb in con¬ 
trast to the rest of the lawn. 

It is very foolish to try to reduce 
a hummock or high spot in the lawn 
by rolling or beating it. for this will 
only consolidate the soil to the point 
where the grass roots get no air nor 
water. Instead, cut and lay back the 
sod over the high spot, take out 


enough toil to make level and re¬ 
place the turf. 

Low spots can be brought up to 
the surrounding level over a period 
of time by' desslng with a thin layer 
of rich soil, never more than j half¬ 
inch layer at a time. Allow the 
grass to grow up through this and 
become established at the new level 
before adding any more. This takes 
time, of course, and personally. I 
would sooner lift the turf, add soil 
and replace the sod. 

♦ R * 

It Is difficult to do muqh shout 
the darinage of an established lawn 
any drainage troubles should have 
been corrected before the lawn was 
put^ow n. Frequently, this work was 
skimped, and you have sections of 
lawn where puddles He all winter 
and where moss is moving In while 
the grass is moving out. 

Occasionally, in some types of 
soil, I have seen a dramatic improve¬ 
ment effected in such spots simply by 
lifting a bit of turf, digging a deep 
hole 18 inches or deeper— and fill¬ 
ing it to within six Inches of the top 
with coarse gravel or cinders. Add 
soil to bring it up to surface level 
and replace the sod. .

Frank Stanton's argument before 
the Federal Communications Commis¬ 
sion that the nation would be turning 
its back on democracy if the govern¬ 
ment should decree what is good for 
the people to see on television lather 
misses the crux of the problem. 
Theoretically, government is the peo¬ 
ple. At least in a democracy it is. 

Also, Dr. Stanton is raising a stan¬ 
dard that I don't think his industry is 
entitled to. He is saying, If I under¬ 
stand him correctly, that imperfec¬ 
tions are pad not only of his industry 
J>ut of every other one. He is saying 
that the government doesn't step into 
other industries when the trains don't 
run on time. He is saying that this 
is a matter that should be ironed out 
between the broadcaster and his pub- 
Hc without government dictation. 

..The^rtiauning Jul superficially ap¬ 
pealing but, I think, false. In the 
first place, broadcasting is not like 
any other private industry- The 
broadcaster is operating on frequen¬ 
cies that belong to the public. and, N 
therefore, the public, through Its 
government, is Entitled to some 
accounting. 


The accounting is so seldom made 
and so long overdue that the broad¬ 
caster gets the idea he is being un¬ 
fairly put upon when finally his time 
comes. But the fact is there is nothing 
unjust or st all autocratic In asking 
him to explain himself to his true 
owners. 

♦ * * , 

But the real flaw In Dr. Stanton’s 
mw<m lies much deeper It is a 
flaw in philosophy, you might say, 
of the business. That Is the idea 
that “me and the public" are getting 
along just fine if “you critics and you 
government people" would just let us 
alone. It’s very smart of the broad¬ 
casters, when choosing up sides, to 
arraign the people on their side, and 
a rather shadowy government and 
critics on the other side. 

But the government 1* the people 
and so are the critics. The real flaw 
. . in reasnning j* fji** Krr,»rU-»«»»r« 

have always tried to let the people 
run their business when they should 
have run It themselves. The whole 
quiz mess would not have erupted if 
the broadcaster had not simply abdi¬ 
cated by saying It's what the people 
warft. What people? I’m people and 
I didn’t want it. 


The government, says Frank Stan¬ 
ton, shouldn't decree what ia good for 
the people. It sounds terribly dicta¬ 
torial and forbidding. "Freedom of 
the air" sounds like the very essence 
of .democracy. But in the long run, 
practically speaking, doesn't every 
industry to some extent decree what 
Is good for the people and what ia 
not" 

The sparkplug industry doesn't 
come to me and ask me what kind of 
sparkplugs I want The sparkplug 
people assume they know more about 
sparkplugs than I do. And when 
• they turn out a good sparkplug they 
look you square in the eye and sdy: 
"I defy you to find a better one." 

R R A _ 

Contrast this to the sort of talk 
you get from any broadcaster, includ¬ 
ing Dr. Stanton. The argument runt 
like this: “We know there are too 
fPf ny Westerns. Ws know the nhowfi - 
aren’t the world s greatest. We know 
it ain’t art. But it’s what the people 
want."’ You may set it down as one 
of Crosby’s Laws that whenever any 
one starts talking about what th# 
people want you have a product that 
nobodv want* and nobody Is willing 
to defend.

Navy Brass Not Amused at Fancy Waistcoat Gambit 


OTTAWA (CP) — Set dogs 
at naval headquarters here 
are taking to fancy waistcoats 
to poke fun at a new naval 
order. Higher-ups are not 
amused. 


This order, effective last 
Jan. 1. did away with trade 
colors for officers except in 
the case of surgeons. 

Formerly, in their rank in¬ 
signia, officers wore colored 


stripes to denote their naval 
trades. There were nine colors 
besides the retained scarlet 
lor surgeons. 

Like officers in the other 
services. * those in the navy 
wear uniforms here only one 


day a week, apparently with 
the object of making the pub¬ 
lic think there are fewer head¬ 
quarters types than there 
actually are. 

They wear dark civilian suits 
the other four work days, and 
some naval officers have taken 


to wearing vests with the 
colors of their old trade 
stripes. 

The headquarters wardroom 
has taken bn the appearance 
of a spring landscape. 

Stripe colors adopted to 
waistcoats include purple for 


engineers, white for supply 
officers, light blue for instruc¬ 
tors, dark blue for ordnance 
officers, silver grey for con¬ 
structors. dark green for elec¬ 
trical officers, emerald green 
for special branch officers, 
brick red for civil engineers 


and maroon for medical ad¬ 
ministrative and technical of¬ 
ficers.

Navy Brass Not Amused at Fancy Waistcoat Gambit 


OTTAWA <CP> - »tdog« 
at naval headquarters here 
are taking to fancy waistcoats 
to poke fun at a new naval 
order. Higher-upe are not 
amused. 


This order, effective last 
Jan. 1. did away with trade 
colors for officers except in 
the case of surgeons. 

Formerly, in their rank in¬ 
signia. officers wore colored 


stripes to denote their naval 
trades. There were nine colors 
besides the retained scarlet 
for surgeons. 

Like officers in the other 
services, those in the navy 
wear uniforms here only one 


d^y a week, apparently with 
the object of making the pub¬ 
lic think there are fewer head¬ 
quarters types than there 
actually are. 

They wear dark civilian suit* # 
the other four work days, and 
some naval officers lyve taken 


to wearing vests with the 
colors of their old trade 
stripes. 

The headquarters wardroom 
has taken on the appearance 
of a spring landscape. 

Stripe colors adopted to 
waistcoats Include purple for 


engineers, white for supply 
officers, light blue for instruc¬ 
tors, dark blue for ordnance 
officers, silver grey for con¬ 
structors. dark green for elec¬ 
tric^ officers, emerald green 
for special branch officers, 
brick red for civil engineers 


and maroon for medical ad¬ 
ministrative and technical of¬ 
ficers. 

The only branch in the navy 
that didn’t have a color stripe 
was the executive branch—the 
men who command the war¬ 
ships.
